For tho second timo since tho inaugura- 
tion of the Canadian Australian steamship 
line the stoanlship Miowora, Capt. Stott in 
command, has arrived from tho antipodes. 
It wus at half past eight last evening she 
tied up at the outer dock, tho voyage across 
the Pacific being niado in tvventy-ono days. 
Thero was a big crowd at tho whurf to see 
her arrival, and when Dr. Maonaughton 
Jones, the health officer, found that he could 
give a clean bill of health, thero was a rush 
of passengers for the shore, to make th 
most of their stuy In Victoriu, tho Bhip no 
leaving for Vancouver till noon to day. 

Tho Miowora brought the following Cabin 
passengers , Hon. E. lUrtnri, wife and 
son ; Mrs. Kidd, Mrs. Scott, Dr. Campbell, 
wife, nurse and child ; \V. M. Fay and 
wife, Mrs. Garriok, Mi«s Garrick, \V. H. 
Cowan, J, B. Lung, Alfred Hose, W. D 
Gilfilkn, A. Gilfillan, W. A. Liugham, W. 
Wood, VV. Cameron, T. H. Harvey, I 1 run 
c.is J. Marwick, S. Garriok, II, Gurrick, D. 
Moliet, H. Gordon, Dr. Usher, S. Fader 
and .') 1 second cabin passengers. So long sep 
arated from the outside world, the passengers 
eagerly perused a big roll of Colonists that 
was put on board and tired numerous ques- 
tions at the landsmen when communication 
was established with tho shore. 

Mr. Monro, the purBer, kindly gave all 
the information at his disposal concerning 
tho trip. 

The Miowera, he said, left Sydney at I 
p.m. on t ho 18th July and Brisbane at 2p.m. 
on the 20th. The equator was crossed ou 
the 2Gth, Honolulu was reached at noon on 
Aug. 1st, and was left behind tho same 
evening. Cape Flattery being sighted at 3:40 
lerday afternoon. Tho voyage was un 
utful, line weather beiug experienced 
tho whole time. 

Among tho passengers was Hon. E. Bar- 
ton, (.) C, Attorney-General of Now South 
Wales, und a most distinguished Australian 
statesman. During tho absence of Sir Georgo 
Dibbs, Mr. Barton was ucting Premier of 
the colony, and the heavy work entailed, 
besides the fatigues of the session, which 
closed shortly belore the Miowera left, com- 
pletely wore him oul, and he came scrosB 
for a trip on the line to Canada, communi- 
cation with which country ho was one of the 
first to advocate. 

" I am just over hero for a lest," said Mr. 
Barton, "und I shall go back on the Mio- 
wera without being uble to go East, as I ex- 
pect another session of the Legislature 
will open , shortly after I return." 

Mr. Barton expressed himself aa delighted 
with the trip, tho sea most of the way being 
like a mill pond. Ih rcgurd to tho financial 
situation in Australia, he declared that the 
crisis was over and with renewed confidence 
in the monetary world, owing to tho action 
ken by the government, the situation had 
brightened up wonderfully. One thing tho 
Government had done wus to reduce expen- 
diture 84,000,000 during tho session and 
further retrenchment had been made since. 
Thero was also a reasonable increase in 
revenue both from railways and imports. 
Then, by tho Bank Issue Act tho Govern- 
ment had ulniost at once stop- 
ped tho disastrous run on the 
Danks, This net wus practically 
a guarantee of the issue of banks which had 
assets over liabilities of the amount of their 
capital and their reserve. It made their 
notes up to the amount allowed by law legal 
tender for a certain period, granted by Gov- 
ernment certificate, Government guaran- 
teeing to pay in gold the notes not redeem- 
ed by tho banks by that time. Tho day 
before this act passed one of tho strongest 
banksfiud to close, but within a week the 
effect of the uct wus that eighteen bankB 
hud resumed business. 

Tho Canadian-Australian line is viewed 
with considerable favor in Australia," said 
Mr. Barton. "One can't say enthusiasm, 
uiso the people have paFEed through 
such a crisis that it was hard for them to 
e enthusiastic when the line started." 
The opening of a lurgo export trfde for 
fruit, and canned and frozen mutton wus, 
Mr. Barton, tliought pructically assured 
by tho new line. 

Mr. Birton is a leader in the "Federa- 
tion" movement, to bring the different 
colonies of Australia into a union under one 
vernment. Since the session closed in 
line, he had been instrumental in forming 
dozen "Border Leagues" ub they are 
ailed, on both sides of the boundary line 
otweon New South Wales and Victoria. 
These are leagues of citizens with tho object 
f federating the colonies, nnd to put it in 
tho bauds of tho people themselves, 
tho uni<i ue stipulation is that " politicians " 
ro not to hold positions in the leagues. Mr. 
arton is particularly anxious to inquire 
into our salmon industry, with a viow to 
export to Australia, for which ho says Aus- 
tralia oll'era a big lield to British Columbia 
enterprise. 

Mrs. Kidd, wife of Postmaster-General 
Kidd, of New South Wules, is among the 
passengers. She is on a trip to Eastern 
Canada and the United States. 

Mr. S. Fader, of Vancouver, returned by 
tho steamer, delighted with his trip to the 
Antipodes. Ho brought back a few car- 
cases of mutton as an experimental ship- 
ment, and ho is sanguine of a lino trade 
in differest linos between tho two countries. 

Dr. J. E. Usher, F.B.G.S., England, now 
a resident of Melbourne, where ho has u 
reputation as a specialist in nervous diseases, 
was another passenger. 

Mr. J. Marwick, a Glasgow financier, 
who is largely interested both in Australia 
and America, and who bus been studying 
tho financial Bituution in Australia, was 
also aboard. Ho is on his way home now. 

W. Cameron, a partner in ono cf tho 
largest tobacco-growing establishments in 
Kentucky, returned homo by the Mioweru 
this trip. 

Tho Miowora'K curgo consists of 000 tons, 
mostly fruit. For Victoria thoro aro f)2-l 
cases of orungos and II casou of moats from 
Australia, with 25 eases pineapples, 
2 974 bunchos bananas, 85 watermelons, 
80 sacks sweet potatoes and 20 burrela mo- 
lasses from Hawaii. Fur Seattle thero aro 
S.'!2 bunches bananas, 10 casoH pineapples, 
23 bags ooooanuts; for Portland, 2,000 bags 
rice. Tho freight for Vancouver besides 



fruit includes trial shipments of 20 carouses 
of frozen mutton, 10 brace rabbils, 25 cases 
wino, and 8 boxes butter. 

The Miowera brings word from Honolulu 
that it ia oxpocted that Creighton having 
apologized, Minister Blount will take no 
further notice of hia action in using his 
name in tho presentation of the cane to 
Claus Sprtdtela. The provisional Gov- 
ernment have introduced an act to 
vest tho Crown lands in tho pro- 
visional government and providing 
for the division and settlement of public 
lands. The bill will undoubtedly pass 
without any trouble, Public works, in- 
cluding waterworks for Honolulu, aro 
about to bo undertaken by thp Government, 
who are expecting to receive by tho ss. Aus- 
tralia, due at Honolulu, August 9, arms, 
uniforms and accoutrements for -100 Na- 
tionul Guards. Tho men have ulroady been 
drilled. 

Personal taxcB are being paid promptly, 
the amount collected in July being double 
that of the corresponding month lust year. 

Minister Blount expects to be relieved 
shortly, and looks for udvices to that effect 
by tho next steamer. Ho says that he 
knows nothing about the rumor that he 
would bo nominated for governor of Georgiu. 

The Australian Star, of July G, gives the 
following account of the return trip of the 
Miowera from Victoria to Sydney: "From 
Victoria our final departure was taken 
shortly after midnight, Tho pilot's ser- 
vices were dispensed with at 1 a.m. on June 
15, and our return voyaga then commenced 
in earnest. Head winds and smooth seas 
wcro met with during the first three days, 
when we foil in with the N. E. trades anil 
oirricd them along to Honolulu, where wo 
arrived at 5:30p.m. on J une 21, after a Binart 
run of Bix days PH hours. Midnightsaw us 
under weigh onco more, and the N. E, 
trade winds, which wore just strong enough 
to cause a ripple on tho wuter, accompanied 
us to latitude 10 degrees south. The equa- 
tor und tho 180th meridian were crossed on 
the night of June 27. At 8. 10 p. m. on 
Juno 30 the Island of Tucopiu was passed, 
this being tho first land Eeen since leaving 
Honolulu. Tho island lies to the northeast 
of the Banks group. Next we pissed tho 
Island of Vutu Rhandi shortly after mid- 
night, and by ,'{ .10 a.m. were abeam of 
Iiligli Island. At 10 a.m. we passed Capo 
Cumberland, on the Island of St. Fsprie, 
ouo of the new Hebrides, where we met 
with tho southouat trades, which con- 
tinued to blow with delightful coolness till 
making the coast of Queensland, Capo 
Morcton being rounded at C. 10 a.m. ou July 
4—18 days 4hr. from Canada, tho steam- 
ship having averaged 15 knots per hour for 
tho whole distance. The best day's run was 
382 knots, almost 1G knots per hour. The 
auchor/igeoff the Brisbane River was reached 
about 9 a.m. on July 4 Queensland pass 
engers, mails and oargo were transhipped to 
the Btcani-tender, and at 4 30 p.m. we pro- 
ceeded towards Sydney. Smoky Capo was 
abeam at 11 u.ni. yesterday, and Port Jack- 
son was entered at 2.10 this morning, after 
a most delightful voyage right through 
from Canada,"

Ottawa, Aug. 8.— Around the public de- 
partments it is currently rumored that Sir 
John Thompson and Hon. C. H. Tupper 
will sail for Canada by the Parisian, leaving 
Liverpool on Thursday week. This of course 
is contingent altogether upon an award given 
by the arbitrators by that date. Sir Charles 
leaves for Canada by the Parisian on tho 
dato named. 

As the result of experiments with Koch's 
lymph on the Central experimental farm 
here, several valuable animals have beeu 
found suffering from tuberculosis and killed 
during the last few daya. General regret is 
expressed hero that tho farm authorities did 
not apprise tho public of their intention to 
make tho experiment, as it would have obvi- 
ated to-day's sensation. 

Harry Mackey, a son of William Mackey, 
lumberman of Ottawa, is applying to Parli- 
ament for a divorce from hia wife, Laura 
Kstello Stall, on the grounds of adultery 
und other causes. The announcement comes 
us a great surprise inasmuch but few people 
are aware that Mackey is married. It ap- 
pears ho became infatuated about a year ago 
with a vivacious Now York girl, who is said 
to havo made freo with some of Ottawa's 
young bloods. Mackey married her secretly 
and now wunts his freedom. 

Mr. Noweombe, deputy minister of juB- 
tice, does not agreo with the Globe's sugges- 
tion that the Government should interfere 
in tho cuso of a young Canadian named 
Palley, charged with murder at Fresno, 
Cal, Ho Hays it would be a dangerous 
principle to adopt. Onco the Government 
interfered in a caso in Colorado at an ex- 
ponee of §1,700. Tho Canadian prisoner 
was convicted and got twenty years' im- 
prisonment. 

Copies of tho memorandum on cholera 
issued by the Department of Agriculture 
are not obtainable.

British Tni.ic Iteturns, 

London, Aug. 8.— Tho roturns issued by 
the Board of Trade show that during July 
tho value of tho imports decreased £210,000

This is compurod with tho value 
of tho imports and exports of tho corres- 
ponding month last year.

Tho Paknam forts fired 
aBalutoof thirteen guns as tho warship 
Alouetto, bearing tho miniBtor passed up tho 
river.

London, Aug, 8,— Mr. Gladatono an- 
nounced in tho House of Commons to-day 
thut the Government intended to hold an 
autumn session of Parliament. The an- 
nouncement was received with loud cheers 
by the supporters of the Government. 

Mr. Gladstone added that no adjourn- 
ment would be held until tho remaining 
stiges of the Homo Rule bill were passed 
and supply wub voted. 

Right Hon. Henry Chaplin, president of 
tho Board of Agriculture in Lord Salisbury's 
late cabinet, asked leave to move the ad- 
journment of the HottRe in order that tho 
changes in the Indian currency system 
might be discussed. In speaking to his mo- 
tion, Mr. Chaplin blamed tho Government 
for persiatently obstructing discusaion of 
the question. The changing of the standard 
currency system beforo allowing Parliament 
to express an opinion ou the change, was a 
mutter of urgent public importance. If the 
House had waited for the Indian budget, it 
would have been somo time in October be- 
foro it would havo got u chance to expose 
tho troubles arising from tho Government's 
indiscreet action. He could not, he added, 
blame the Indian Government, which had 
found itself confronted with bankruptcy on 
tho ono band or tho closing of tho 
mints to freo coinage on the other. 
The latter policy was full of danger to tho 
commercial interests of tho world. This 
policy had been practically forced upon the 
Indiun Government by the attitude of tho 
Imperial Government. The Governmeut of 
India had escaped a deficit by tampering 
with the currency and artificially raising 
tho value of the rupee. Tho effect 
of this action had been to lowor 
tho pro tanlo value of everything else. The 
Government had virtually mulcted the na- 
tives of India by methods which it had 
hoped would not be discovered. The cljsing 
of the Indian mints to the free coinage of 
silver had necessarily led to such a fall in 
the valuo of that metal, within a month, as 
the world had never before known. 
Thero had been a tremendous 
wrong done to the people of 
India who held an enormous quantity of un- 
coined money. By a 8ingle stroke the gov- 
ernment had depreciated by fifteen per cent., 
tho value of the silver held by tho popula- 
tion of India, a more flagrant act of public 
plunder had never been perpetrated by a 
civilized government. Tho result had been 
a convulsed situation from China to Peru. 
If the repeal of the United States of the 
Sherman law should become law, it would 
be partly due to tho wrong that had been 
committed in Indio. A further fall in the 
price of silver must follow the repeal of the 
Sherman Act. Mr. Chaplin, in conclud- 
ing, demanded to know whether the Gov- 
ernment, beforo taking this action 
in India, had held any communica- 
tion with the United States Govern- 
ment, a.nd whether tho Sovernment with 
their opened eyes contemplated persisting 
in tho great wrong. Tho loss to holders of 
silver eccurities, he said, was already nigh 
i'20,000,000, for which'the Government must 
be held responsible. Their action could not 
fail to appreciate gold throughout thoworld, 
while increasing commercial difficulties 
everywhere. 

Sir W. Vernon Hareourt, chancellor of 
the exchequer, evoked laughter by saying 
that if the end of the world should come, 
the right hon. gentleman who had just 
spoken would bo found delivering an ora- 
tion ou tho bonelits of bi-metallism. 
He declined to enter into a gen- 
eral argument, but he was quite 
prepared to defend tho changes in India. 
Tho courso taken by the Government, ho 
said, wus indicated to them by tho Royal 
Commission of 18SS, which pointed out 
tho dangerous and mischievous effects which 
bi-metallism, if adopted, would have upon 
India. The Government stood by those 
views. 

Sir William, speaking generally, denied 
that the populace in India wero suffering as 
much as they were alleged to be. He also 
denied that the natives had the amount of 
uncoined silver which had been asserted 
they hold. Tho Government could not do 
otherwise than act in accordance with the 
rccommondution ot the Herschell commis- 
sion. 

Rt. Hon, Arthur James Balfour, the Con- 
servative loader, said that this was not a 
politicul question. The Government had 
been driven to commit a financial crime and 
they uppeared to think that they ought not 
to submit to a criticism of their conduct. 
Every ono now know that the exiating Gov- 
ernment had gone into the Brussela 
conference without showing them- 
selves ulivo to tho [extraordinary 
gravity of the situation. Tho speech just 
made by tho Chancellor of the Exchequer 
was virtually a sneer at the present financial 
situation. For tho Chancellor to get up und 
tell the country that he regarded with abso- 
lute indifference what happened to silver 
appeared to him (Mr. Balfour) to be some- 
thing r.pproaching lunacy. (Cheers.) 

Attacks on the Government's course wero 
also made by Sir John Lubbock, the well 
known London banker, who sits for London 
University in tho Liberal Unionist interests, 
and Leonard H. Courtney, member for the 
Bodwin division of Cornwall, who was 
deputy speaker and chairman of committecH 
in the last Parliament, 

Dadabhahi Naoroji, the Parseo member, 
who site as a Liberal for the Central Fins- 
bury division, protested that tho natives of 
India already folb tho pinch of tho chango, 
and that they would scon awake, through 
suffering, to tho wrong done them. 

Sir Wm. Hareourt moved tho olosuro of 
the debate. 

Tho motion waa carried without a divi- 
sion,

George Turner, of tho Public Works De- 
partment, states that tho dopth of water in 
the channel through the Sand Heads is now 
sixteen feet at extromo low tide, giving a 
depth of twenty-eight foet at high tido. 
This supplies water enough to accommodate 
any vessels in the merchant sorvice. 

Owing to the steady falling oil' 
in tho salmon run during the 
last few days, many nets were hauled 
out yesterday and their crews laid off until 
an improvement showed itself. This movo 
was justified by the catch, which was very 
small on all decks above Deas Island. Up 
to midnight all the catches between Lad- 
ner's and the mouth of the river were small, 
and a majority of the fishermen drew out 
their nets. After that hour, however, tho 
advance guard of the fresh run of salmon 
entered the river, and many boats made 
fair catches, somo as high as 100, before 
morning. One of the best authorities on 
the river has made a careful estimate of the 
pack up to Sunday last, placing the total 
number of cases at 185,000. Alexander 
Ewen leading the list with 22,000. A nunr 
her of free fishermen have asked for an in 
crease in the price of fish to ten cents ouch 
and decline to fish until the run improves 
at the lower figure. Up to noon to-day 
this demand had not been acceded to. 

NA.VAI.HO.

The miners aro not at all 
likoly to accede to their manager's proposi 
tion and the mine will probably bo closed 
until now hands can he employed to take 
tho place of the former employes. 

NAKITBP, 

NAKUSP, Aug. If. — Assisted by tho Gov 
eminent, tho Nakusp & Slocan Railway 
company have taken a lively hold of the 
construction of tho line. Four hundred 
men arc already at work und 300 moro will 
bo employed as soon as tools and provisions 
can bo got on tho ground, A largo wharf 
and warehouse have been erected, and tho 
right of way is dotted with contractors' 
tents. In a few day« a mile or two of the 
road bed around Nakusp will bo ready for 
for tho tracklayers. Tliis is ono of the 
chiof public works going on in tho Province 
at tho present time, and the Government 
have acted wisely in thus holding out a 
helping hand to tho largo number of vmeui 
ployed, who would without doubt havo ho 
come chargeablo to tho Province had tho 
present depressed stato of tho labor market 
continued. That something of the kind 
was absolutely necessary to roliove tho 
pressure is plainly to bo seen from the num- 
ber and class of tho men who aro already 
Mocking to tho work. Owners of mines are 
hastoniug to thoir claims and piling up ore 
on tho dump. Tho company have boon 
promised transportation of over 10,000 tonB 
this fall, and since the starting of tho 
work the whole of tho Kootonay country is 
alive. 

KASLO. 

Kahi.0, Aug. :i— Hon. T. M. Daly, Min- 
ister of tho Interior; A, M. Burgess, Dep- 
uty-Minister ; Col. Prior, of Victoria, and 
party arrived on tho Spokano Saturday.

Tho rapid growth of tho 
town had oxceoded his anticipations, and 
the substantial naturo of the buildings 
would do credit to any pluco. Mr. Daly 
paid a visit to tho planing mill, Bawmill and 
sampling works, all of which ho felt suro 
would provo of gtoat benefit to the city. 
Ho nftorwards made an inspection of D. 
Kane's now house on Nob hill, compliment- 
ing its owner on his taste aud enterprise, 
Asked with regard to tho silvor question, 
Mr. Daly said ho trusted it would soon be 
sottlod by tho Amorican Congress. Pro- 
vided such uction was taken as would put 
silver on a firm footing, he was suro tho 
Kootonay country would bo ono of tho first 
to derive tho benefits uccruing. He felt 
certain that Canada had it within her power 
to do much to alleviate- the financial distress 
by redeeming all tho SI and $2 bills with 
silver dollars, establishing her own mint ut 
Ottawa and drawing her Biipply from British 
Columbia. This scheme might meet with 
opposition in somo quarters, but in the main 
the country would bo benefitted.

"The citizens are requested to observo 
Thursday, the 10th instant, aa a civic holi- 
day, in order to enable all who are interest- 
ed in the industrial, horticultural and agri- 
cultural progress of the Province, to attend 
tho exhibition now being held by the British 
Columbia Agricultural Association, at the 
Agricultural hull. The offices of the Cor- 
poration of the City of Victoria will be clos- 
ed on that day. 

ADVANCED PROHIBITION CLUBS- 

The Convention About to be Held In Vancou- 
ver and Its Objects. 

The attention of prohibition workers in 
all parts of British Columbia ia reapectfully 
called to the fact that tho time has come for 
concerted action on their part to bring about 
the organization of Advanced Prohibition 
clubs in every locality in the province where 
such an organization can be effected. 

The immediate necessity of taking this 
step has been favorably discussed in tho 
several temperance conventions held re- 
cently, resulting in the calling together of u 
joint committee composed of three members 
from each provincial temperance society. 
This committee met last May in New West- 
minster, and after reaolving that a provin- 
cial prohibition club bo organized they in- 
trusted the responsibility of drafting a 
conatitution and perfecting arrangeinenta 
for holding a prohibition convention to a 
committee of three peraona, chief officers 
from er.oh of the societies repreiented, viz.: 
I.O.G.T., R.T. of T , and W.C.T.U. 

On the 2Sth of July this committee com- 
pleted its task and decided upon Aug. 15 
or 10 as the moat convenient soason and 
Vancouver as the most central pluce for 
meeting. 

The final call will bo isBiicd shortly. In 
the meantime the oilicers of all temperaneo 
and Christian Endeavor societies, Y. M.C.A. 
secretaries und pastors of churches are 
urgently invited to elect delegates from 
among their membership at once, tho moat 
earnest, active and intelligentprohibitionists 
available, men or women. Mo limitation is 
made as to numbers, tho desire being to 
secure as large an attendance as possible. 

During the past year a considerable num- 
ber of prohibition clubs have been doing 
excellent service in tho eastern province*, 
their stated object being to '• unite und con- 
solidate the temperance vote of each riding 
for independent political action, and to 
make this question an isauo in all political 
elections. " 

The liquor traffic ia woll-orgauizod and 
poraiatent in its determination to oppose all 
legislation inclining to prohibition, and can 
afford to pay a high price for the right to 
continue its operations, for it has been 
truly said : " There is no other enter- 
prise, good or evil, that fattens und thrives 
at the expense of the public as does this 
business." Avarice and appetito give it 
immense power, which can only be over- 
come by truo Christian convictions, ex- 
pressed at tho polio by a majority of pro- 
hibition votera. 

It is, thereforo, to persons, holding such 
convictions that we now appeal in the words 
of a recent correspondent to a Toronto pa- 
per : " ,f iiBt so soon, and no sooner, as tho 
Chriatiunu and Prohibitionists of thia coun- 
try waken up to the fact that they are re- 
sponsible for the infliction of tho curse o£ a 
legalized liquor traffic, for which they will 
have to give an account, and that tho do- 
Btruction of tho liquor truilie can only bo 
accomplished by wiao action at tho polls, 
so soon, and no aooncr, will tho death knell 
of the liquor traffic bo Bounded. Let every 
Christian voter, every Christian toucher 
lay thla mutter to heart and settle tho ques- 
tion as to how ho ahull voto on hia knees be- 
fore God."

THE PRESIDENT'S MESSAGE. 

The President's message ia characteristic. 
It is replete with Bound, common sense, and 
an earnest and an enlightened regard for 
the public welfare is plainly visible in every 
line of the document. The President shows 
with great clearness tho working of tho Sher- 
man law andthe reaultsithaa already produc- 
ed. He points out the consequences which, if 
continued, it is certain to produce, and he 
recommends Congress to do what is neces- 
sary tu avert the disasters ho foresees. Tho 
following acntenco should niako a doep im- 
pression upon every American citizen who 
has at heart the honor of hia country : 

" Given over to the exclusive uso of a 
currency greatly depreciated, according to 
the standard of the commercial world, wo 
could no longer claim a place among nations 
of the first class, nor could our Government 
claim a porformanco of its obligations, so 
far as such an obligation ia imposed upon it, 
to provide for the uso of tho people the best 
and safest money." 

Tho message, as such an important docu 
mcnt ought to be, ia free from any tinge 
of party coloring. It ia plain to ho seen 
that the good of tho people, and that only, 
is what the President had before him when 
he indited the message. It will, therefore, 
bo as welcome to Republicans as it is to 
Democrats. "\\ e would not be at all sur- 
prised to find that it ia moro acceptable to 
the men who opposed his elevation to tho 
presidency than it ia to a very large propor 
tion of thoao whose votea placed him at the 
head of the Executive But it is only just 
to President Cleveland to conclude 
that he did not wait to consider 
whom his message would please 
whom it would displease. It is clear that 
he did what ho believed to be his duty utter 
ly regardless of all considerations which are 
generally regarded aa political. It ia thia 
impression which the message ia certain to 
mako on every intelligent and unprejudiced 
man who reada it, which will give it weight 
both in Congress and in tho country. 

Wo cannot think that a recommendation 
so earnestly, so modestly, and yot so forcibly 
made will be disregarded by the repreaent- 
ativea of the American people. Tho Presi- 
dent's mesaage ia not.it is true, authoritative, 
but supported us it is by sound reason and 
backed by tho moral strength of tho nation, 
it has a force which, wo aro fully convinced, 
will be found to bo irresistible. 



resident of Queensland writes, " can produco 
every mineral, every textile fabrio, every 
articlo of food, drink and medicine, every 
nocesaary and every luxury in the world in 
a climate that ranges from that of Edin- 
burgh to that of Demorara." All that tho 
Australians want to bo better off than evor 
they wero is time and tho energy to mnko 
ubo of their natural advantages. Now Zea- 
land destroyed its credit by borrowing too 
largely from Groat Britain. It went 
through a crisis Bimilar to that from which 
Australia is suffering now, and has como 
out of it strongor and richer than over. It 
oeased borrowing. Tho peoplo wero com- 
pelled to depend upon their own resources, 
and, after a period of Buffering an era 
of proEpority has sot in. Tho Treasurer 
of tho Colony could thiB year boast of a 
Burplua of $050,000, last year tho 
surplus reuchod nearly §1,500,000, bo 
tho Government have this year, without 
borrowing and without depleting tho Trea- 
sury a million und a quarter to dovoto to 
public works. All this shows tho Austra- 
lians that a youug and rich country, if its 
peoplo sot to work with a will, can recover 
from financial disaster, and may in a fow 
yoara bo able to tako a position of financial 
independence. It ia cheering to soo that 
tho Australians do not Bit down and whine 
ovor their misfortunes. They possess both 
British pluck and British endurance, and it 
is moro than likely that tho severe lesson 
which they have lately recoived, and from 
which they uro now suffering, may bo to 
them a blessing in disguise. 



THE A [/ST It A LI AN SITU A TION. 

Times aro still hard in Australia. The 
effocta of the criaia aro felt all over tho coun- 
try and in every grado of society. Tho 
Governments find it necessary to economize. 
They have learned by unpleasant oxperienco 
that their credit has been badly strained, 
and that it has not even commenced to re- 
cover. Tho Treasurer of New South Wales 
has been forced to withdraw his proposal 
for converting five per cont. debentures, 
falling duo next January, oiving to tho in- 
ability of the Agent General In London to 
make tho nocesaary arraugomentn, und thia, 
notwithstanding tho fact that tho rate of in- 
terest for tho proposed new iaauo had been 
raised from three and a half to four percent." 
The Melbourne and Metropolitan Board of 
Works called for tenders for a loan of £500,- 
000, and only £72,320 wero subscribed. Tho 
salary of the Governor of Victoria has been 
cut down from £10,000 to £7,500. Most of 
tho reconstructed bunks have reoponod, but 
confidence has not been anything liko re- 
stored. The people will havo to accom- 
modate themselves to the new Btato 
of things as cheerfully aa thoy may. Their 
cnae is not hopeless by any means, Tho 
country ia rich in resourcos. "It," as a 



AN ANXIOUS TIME. 

It is beginning to be known now how 
critical wero tho relations between Great 
Britain and Franco during tho negotiations 
respecting the Siam blockade. The attitude 
of Lord KoBebery was linn. Ho did net 
bluster but ho gave tho French Govern 
mout to know that Great Britain was pro 
pared to defend her interests in Siam. It ia 
now known that nearly tho whole of tho 
trado of Bangkok ia in British handB and 
that to interrupt tho commerce of that city 
would bo very nearly in its effects, the 
same as blockading a British port. Great 
Britain had not injured Franco in Siam or 
anywhoro elso, und Lord Roaebery deter 
mined that British subjects should not bo 
compelled to suffer loss simply hecaus 
France wished to terrorize tho King 
of Siam. Besides, Frunco had not 
declared war against Siam and it was 
most extraordinary to inBtituto 
blockade againBt a country with which tho 
blockading nation waa at peace. Tho Britiah 
Foreign Minister did not claim a right to 
interfere in tho dispute aa rogarda terri 
tory between tho two nations. If tho King 
of Siam was willing to concede to Franco 
tho territory on tho left bank of tho Mekong 
he waB quite free to do so, but Great Britain 
would not suffer Franco to intorfero with 
tho rightB of British subjects residing in or 
trading with Bangkok. The French Gov- 
ernment were in an unpleasant position. 
They wero hounded on by tho Paris news- 
papers to toko what was called a firm stand 
and to pay no attention to tho remoustrancea 
and the proteata of tho Britfsh Government. 
The President of the Republic know that to 
offend England would be to drive her into 
tho triplo alliance, which was already moro 
than a match for France. If Ger- 
many joined England in resisting 
the unreasonable demands of Franco 
it would havo to toco a terribly strong com- 
bination— strong both on sea and lund. 
Thoy, too, were not Buro of tho righteous- 
ness of their cause. It might happen that 
tho electors of France would not approvo of 
their incurring tho enmity of England, and 
they might condemn them for making ex- 
tortionate demands on a nation that was 
not in a position to defend its rights. Tho 
last days of July wero anxious days for tho 
Government of Franco. Thoy, after some 
indecision, decided to tako tho prudent 
course, which was, in this caae, the moro 
honorable ono. They in8tructed Admiral 
Humanu to raiso tho blockado, r.nd they 
accepted tho aubmisBion of tho King ni 
Siam. But it is by no means certain that 
France is now in aa good a position aa sho 
was before the dispute with Siam reached 
tho acute stage. Tho Government of Eng- 
land, seeing how ready Franco was to pro- 
ceed to extremities on a matter Compara- 
tively unimportant, may consider it pru- 
dent, in order to be prepared for a similar 
emergency, to join Germany, Austria and 
Italy, in their efforts to keep the peace of 
Europo. Tho Triplo Alliance may pos- 
sibly become, heforo very long, a quadruple 
allianco, and France muy see, when it is too 
late, that sho may pay very dearly for, on 
bo slight a provocation, or, rather, on no 
provocation ut all, allowing her teeth to 
England. 

A N THROPOMETR Y. 

Anthropometry is a very long word, and 
the general roader may well be excused if 
ho does not know exactly what it meanB. 
Tho dictionary meaning : " Measurement of 
tho height and othor dimensions of human 
, especially at different agea or in dif 
ferent rucea, occuputiona, oto.," give tho in- 
quirer a very imperfect idea of its true sig- 
nification. 

It has boon found that no two persons aro 
exactly alike in tho aizo and proportions of 
difforent parte of the body, and that tho 
markings of tho inside of tho hand, particu- 
larly of tho finger tips, aro not exactly 
ulika in any two human beings. Tho 
French, who aro very ingenious, havo takon 
advantago of theao facts to doviso a Byatein 
for tho identification of criminals, whioh 
has bocu found to bo almost mathematically 
exact. Photographs havo been found to bo 
useful for tho purpose of identification. 
Thoy are not alwuys to bo relied upon, but 
unthropomotry novcr fails. 

In Franco not only is tho prisoner photo- 
graphed, but ho is carefully measured. By 
means of calipers and othor instruments, 



measurements are takon of the length and 
width of his head, of the longth of tho mid- 
dlo finger, the loft foot, tho forearm, the 
height, tho stretch of urma, tho height of 
trunk and tho length of tho right oar. When 
all thia ia dono and properly recorded, his ten 
fingers aro dabbed on an inkod slab, thoir 
impression is rolled off on a card and he is 
registered for all time. Tho measurements 
of no othor living man willoxcatly coincide 
with hiB and tho pattern of tho rings and 
arches, whorls and uppureutly meaningless 
lines of hia fingers cannot possibly bo dupli- 
cated. 

When tho authorities want to know 
whether a suspected criminal has over been 
in tho hands of juatico bofore, all thoy 
have to do is to measuro him in the 
way we havo described and take an impres- 
sion of tho lines on hiB fingers. If those 
coincido with those of a man who had pro- 
vioualy passod through thoir hands tho pris- 
oner ia certainly that man. Tho measure- 
ments aro all claaBified und regintored and 
referring to them is to thn proper official by 
no mcuns a difficult matter. " So Bure, is 
tho method," it is said, "that priaoners cease 
to give aliases and somo idea of its infalli- 
bility muy bo gathered from tho fuct that in 
1892 only threo failures were recorded. " 
Ruvachol, the French anarchist and uesassin, 
was discovered by means of these measure- 
ments. 

Efforts are being made to havo anthropo- 
metry adopted as a means of identifying 
criminals in England und if it is anything 
liko aa effective and as simple as it ia de- 
scribed to bo it is corUin to como into uso 
not only in England but all over tho world.

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PRESIDENT'S MESSAGE. 



His Excellency. Kecommenda the Ab- 
solute Repeal of the Sher- 
man Act, 



And Announces Tariff Reform as the 
Principal Topic for Next 
Session. 

Washington, Aug. 8. — The proceedings 
in .the Senate to-day wore 'of groat public 
interest, tho feature being Presidont Clove- 
land's message explaining the special ob- 
jects of tho session, which rood as follows : 

To tho Congress of tho United States ; 
The existence of an alarming und extraor- 
dinary business situation involving tho wel- 
fare and prosperity of all our people, has 
constrained me to call together in oxtra ses 
sion tho people's representatives in Congress 
to the end that through a wise and patriotic 
exerciBe of the legislative duty with which 
they 8ololy aro charged, present ovils may 
bo mitigated and dangers threatening the 
future may bo avoided. Our unfortunate 
financial plight is not tho result of untoward 
ovents nor of conditions related to our 
national resources, nor is it tracoiblo to any 
of the afflictions which frequently check 
national growth and prosperity. With plen- 
teous crops, with abundant promise of re- 
munerative production and manufacture, 
with unusual invitation to safe investment, 
and with satisfactory aesuranco to business 
enterprise, suddenly financial distrust und 
feur have sprung up on overy side ; numer- 
ous money institutions have suspended be- 
cause abundant assets were not immediately 
available to meet the demands of frightened 
depositors ; surviving corporations and in 
dividuals are contei.t to keep in hand tho 
money they are anxious usually to loan, and 
those engaged in legitimate business, sur- 
prised to find that the securities they oiler 
lor loans, though heretofore satisfactory, are 
no longer accepted, values supposed to be 
fixed and fast, becoming conjectural, 

LOSS AND FAILURE 
have involved overy branch of business, 
I believe these things aro principally 
chargeable to congressional legislation as 
embodied in u statuto passed on tho Nth 
day of July, 1893, which was the culmina- 
tion of much agitation on the subject in- 
volved, and which may be considered a 
truce, after a long struggle, between tho 
adversaries of free silver coinage and those 
intending to bo more conservative. Un 
doubtedly, the monthly purchases by the 
Government of four million and five hun- 
dred thousand ounces of silver, under 
statuto, wore regarded by those interested 
in silver production as a certain guarantee 
of its incrouse in price. Tho result has been 
entirely different, for, immediately follow 
ing a spasmodic and slight rise, tho price of 
Bilver began to fall after tho passage of the 
act, and has since touched the lowest point 
ever known. This disappointing result has 
led to renewed and persistent etlbrt 
in the direction of free silver coinuge. 
Meanwhile, not only are tho evil effects of 
the operation of the present law con 
stautly accumuloting, but the result to 
which its execution must invariably lead 
is becoming palpable to all who give the 
leust heed to financial subjects. The law- 
provides that in payment for the 4,500,000 
ounces of silver bullion which the Secretary 
of the Treasury is commanded to purchase 
monthly, there shall bo issued treasury 
notes redeemable in gold or silver coin at 
the discretion of the Secretary of tho Trea- 
sury, and that said notes muy bo re-issued. 
It ia, however, declured in the act to be tho 
established policy of the United States to 
maintain the two metals on a parity with 
each other upon the present legal ratio, or 
such ratio as may be provided by law. This 
declaration so controls the action of the 
Secretary of the Treasury as to prevent his 
oxercising the discretion nominally vested 
in him, if by such action the paritv between 
gold and Bilver may be disturbed. Mani 
festly a refusal by the Secretary to pay 
these Treasury notes in gold if demanded, 
would necessarily result in their 

DISCREDIT AND DEPRECIATION 

as obligations payablo in Bilver, and would 
destroy the parity between the two metals 
Ly establishing a discrimination in favor of 
gold. 'Up to tho 15th day of June, 1893, 
these notes had been issued in payment of 
silver bullion purchases to the amount of 
more than §147,000,000, while ull but a very 
small quantity of this bullion remains un 
coined und without usefulness in the treas- 
ury. Many of the notes given in its pur 
chase have been paid iu gold. This is illus- 
trated by tho statement {that between the 
first day of May, 1892, and the loth day of 
July, ISO.'), the notes of this kind issued in 
payment for Bilver bullion, amounted to a 
little more than 554,000,000, and that dnr 
ing the same period about §19,000,000 
were paid by the treasury in gold for 
the redemption of such notOB. Tho 
policy necessarily udopted of paying 
these notes in gold has not spired 
the gold reservo of ono hundred 
millions of dollars long ago act aside 
by tho Gnvcrninent for the redemption of 
other notes, for this fund has already been 
subjected to the payment of new obliga- 
tions, amounting to ubout §150,000,000, on 
account of silver purchases, and as a con- 
sequence, for the first time sinco its creation, 
has been encroached upon. Wo have thus 
made depletion of our gold easy, and have 
tempted other and more appreciative na- 
tions to add it to their stock. That the op- 
portunity wo have offered has not been 
neglected is shown by tho large amounts of 
gold which have been recently drawn from 
our treasury and exported to increase tho 
financial strength of foreign nations. The 
excess of exports of gold over its imports 
for tho year ending June 30th, 1893, 
amounted to more thun §87 500,000. Be- 
tween the first day of July, 189 ), and tho 
first day of July, 1893, the gold coin and 
bullion in our treasury decreased more thun 
$147,000,000. Unless government bonds 
are to be constantly issued and sold to re- 
plenish our 

EXHAUSTED GOLD, 
only to bo again exhausted, it is apparent 
that the operation of tho silver purcliasolaw 
now in force ieuds in tho direction of tho 
entire substitution of silver for tho gold in 
the Government treasury, and that this 
must bo followed by the payment of Gov- 
ernment obligations in depreciated silver. 
At this stage gold and silver must part com- 
pany, and the Government must fail in its 
established policy to maintain tho two metal3 
on a par with each other. Given over to 
tho i xclusivo ubo of a currency greatly de- 
preciated according to tho standard of tho 
commercial world, wo could no longer claim 
u placo among nations of tho first class, nor 
could our Government claim a performance 
of its obligations, so far as Biich an obliga- 
tion baa been imposed upon it, to provide 
for tho uso of tho people tho best and safest 
money. 

If, as many of its friends claim, silver 
ought to occupy a Iargor place in our cur- 
rency, and tho currency of tho world 



through general international co-operation 
and agreement, it is obvious that tho United 
States will not bo in a position to gain a 
hearing in favor of such an arrangement bo 
iong us we aro williug to continue cur at- 
tompt to accomplish tho result ' single- 
handed. The knowledge in business circles 
among our own people that our Government 
cannot make its fiat equivalent lo intrinsic 
vuluo nor keep iu force money on a parity 
with superior money by its own independent 
efforts has resulted in such a lack of con- 
fidence at homo in the atability in currency 
values that capital refuses its aid to now en- 
terprises, while millions aro actually with- 
drawn from tho channels of trade and com- 
morco to become idlo and unproductive in 
tho hands of timid owners. Foreign in- 
vestors, equally alert, not only deolino to 
purchase Amorican securities, but make 
haste to sacrifico those which they already 
have. It does not moot tho situation to say 
that apprehension in regard to the future of 
our finance iB groundless and that there is 
not reason for 

LACK or CONFIDENCE 
in the power of tho Government in the 
premises. Tho very existonco of this ap- 
prehension and lack of confidence, how- 
ever oaused, is a menace which ought not 
for a moment to be disregarded. Possibly, 
if the undertaking wo have in hand were 
tho maintenance of a specified known 
quantity of silver as tho parity with gold, 
our ability to do so might bo estimated and 
gauged, and, perhaps, in view of our un- 
paralleled growth und resources, might bo 
favorably passed upon. But when our 
avowed endeavor is to maintain such a 
parity in regard to an amount of silver, in- 
creasing at tho rate of §50,000,000 a year, 
with no fixed termination to Buch increase, 
it can hardly bo said that a problem is pre- 
sented the solution of which is free from 
doubt. The people of tho United States 
are entitled to a Bound and stable currency, 
and to money recognized as such on every 
exchange and in every market of the 
world. Their Government has no right to 
injuro them by financial experiments op- 
posed to the policy and practice of other 
civilized states ; nor is it justified in per- 
mitting an ixuggerated und unreasonable 
reliance on our national strength und 
ability to jeopardize the soundness of the 
people's money. 

This matter rises abovo the plane of party 
politics. It vitally concerns every business 
and calling, und enters every household iu 
the land. There is ono important subject 
which specially should ncvor bo overlooked. 
At times liko tho present, when the ovils of 
unsound finance threaten us, the speculator 
may anticipate a harvest gathered from the 
misfortunes of others. The capitalist may 
protect himself by hoarding, or even find 
profit in the fluctuation of values, but the 
wage-earner, the first to bo injured by de- 
preciated currency, and the lust to receive 
the benefits of its correction, is practically 
defenceless. He relies for work upon the 
ventures of confident and contented capital. 
This failing, his condition ia without allevi- 
ation, tor he can never prey on tho misfor- 
tunes of others, nor hoard his labor. One of 

THE GREATEST STATESMEN 

our country has known, specking moro than 
fifty years ago, when a derangement of the 
currency had caused commercial distress, 
said : 

" Tho very man of all others who has the 
deepest interest in a sound currency, und 
who suffers most by mischievous legislation 
in money matters, is the man who earns his 
daily bread by his daily toil." 

These words are as pertinent as 'on tho 
day they were uttered, und ought to im- 
pressively remind us that a fuilure in tho 
discharge of our duty at this time must 
especially injure those of our countrymen 
who labor, and who, because of their num- 
ber and condition, are entitled to the most 
watchful care of their Government. It is 
of the utmost importance that such relief as 
Congress can offer in the existing situation 
lie afforded at once. The maxim : — " He 
gives twico who gives quickly," is directly 
applicable to the presont occasion. It may 
bo true that 2 tho embarrassments from 
which the business of tho country Buffers 
arises aa much from ovils apprehended as 
from those actually existing. Wo muy hope, 
too, that calm counsels will prevail, and 
that neither the capitalists nor tho wage- 
earners will give way to unreasoning panic 
and sacrifice their property or their inter- 
ests under the influence rf exaggerated 
fears. Novertholees, every day's dolay in 
removing ono of the plain and principal 
causes of the present stato of things en- 
larges the mischief already done, and in- 
creases tho responsibility of the Government 
for its existence. 

Whatever else the people have a right to 
expect from Congress they may certainly 
demand that legislation condemned, by the 
ordeal of three years' 

DISASTROUS EX PEBIENCB 

shall bo removed from the statute books as 
soon as their representatives can legiti- 
mately deal with it. It wus my purpose to 
summon Congress in special session early 
tho coming September, that wo might enter 
promptly upon the work of tarilf reform, 
which the t-uo interests of the country 
clearly demand; which so large a majority 
of the people, as shown by their suffrages, 
desire und expect, and to tho accomplish- 
ment of which every effort of the present 
administration is pledged. But while tariff 
reform has lost nothing of its immediuto und 
permanent importance, and must in the 
near futuro engage tho attention of Con- 
gress, it has seemed to mo that tho financial 
condition of tho country should at once and 
before all other subjects be considered by 
your honorable body. I earnestly recom- 
mend the prompt repeal of the provisions of 
the act passed July 14th, 1890, authorizing 
tho purchase of silver bullion, and that 
other legislative action may put beyond ull 
doubt or mistake the intention and ability 
of the Government to fulfill its pecuniary 
obligations in money universally recognized 
by all civilized countries.

The message was recoived and listened to 
with marked attention on both sides of the 
chumber, huving been awaited with much 
unxiety, not a Senator moving from his 
position during the quarter of an hour or 
moro which the reading occupied. 

Tho message was referred to the Com- 
mittee on Finance und its immediate print- 
ing ordered, Then the flood gates of legis- 
lution (were thrown wide open und a current 
of bills on financial and other subjects was 
admitted. 

Mr. Hill, of New York, was tho first 
senator to get a bill for tho repeul of tho 
purchasing clatiso of tho Sherman act. 

Mr. Stewart, of Nevada, followed with 
two other bills and speeches on the same 
subject. In his speech ho declared himself 
agaiiiBt tho repeal of tho Sherman uct as 
such repeal would, ho said, destroy silver 
coinage for over. 

A resolution waB offered by Mr. Lodge, of 
Mass., directing tho committee of (iuanco to 
report a bill for a repeal of tho purchuso 
cluuso of tho Sherman act and providing for 
a vote on tho passago of such bill by the 
2^nd of August if not sooner reached. This 
resolution was supplemented by another of- 
fered by Mr. Hale, of Maine, fixing tho hour 
of meeting of the Senate from und after 
Thursday uext at 1 1 a.m. 

These resolutions precipated a discussion

STOCKS IN NEW YORK. 

New Yokk, Aug. 8. — Tho volumo of busi 
ness at the Stock Exchange was small again 
tn-day, only 19,461 sharoB changing hands. 
The course of prices continued irregular 
with the tendency in tho main downwards, 
In the early trading somo stocks yielded .'i 
to 35 per cent., and the remainder of the 
list 4 to lj per cent., but, on demand to 
cover shorts, there was a rally. Following 
the period of dullness came the President's 
message to Congress, on which the traders 
in the room, most of whom are bearishly in- 
clined, made a sharp onslaught on the mar- 
ket. The attack was cleany preconcerted, 
for it began some minutes beforo Wall 
street had an opportunity to even scan ever 
the contents of the message. Most of the 
leading shares held well and tho market 
was improving when tho announcement of 
the suspension of H. L. Hotchkiss & Co. 
was made from the rostrum of tho Ex- 
change. On this Northwest broke 1 points 
to 93. Tho changes otherwiso wero far less 
important, but at tho closo tho market was 
in tho main weak. The bulk of tho selling 
throughout the day was for professional ac- 
count, and comparatively littlo long stock 
was forced out whilo the traderB took an 
unfavorable view of tho President's mes- 
sage. Tho heavy importation of gold, and 
the belief that tho influx of yellow metal 
would continue, also tended in tho same di- 
rection. It is stated on what is deemed 
good authority that tho arrivals of gold 
from Europe late in tho week will enable 
some of tho banks to cancel a considerable 
amount of clearing houso loan certificates.

RATES AND TAXES BY-LAW, 1893.

UK Municipal Council nf tho Corporation 
of tho City of Victoria enacts as follows:— 

Sec. 1. There is hereby Bottled, imposed nnd 
levied, and there shall bo raised and collected 
an equal rato of thirteen mills on the dollar 
upon all land upon tho assessment roll for tho 
year 1893 of the Corporation of tho City of 
Victoria, at its assessed value thereon. 

Sec. 2. There is hereby settled, imposed and 
levied, and thoro shall bo raised nnd collected 
an equal rate of twelve mills on the dollar upon 
nil improvements upon tho assessment roll for 
tho year 1693, of tho Corporation of tho City of 
Victoria, at thoir assessed valuo thereon. 

Sec. 3. For tho purpose of raising monoy to 
croato a fund to defray oxpenaes connected 
with tho Board of Health, nil land In tho Clty 
of Victoria ia hereby assessed at ItB valuo na 
assessed upon tho assessmonL roll of tho said 
Corporation for tho year 1893, nnd for tho llko 
purpose thoro ehall bo loviod nnd collected 
thereon a apocial rato of six mills on tho 
dollar.

WHEREAS it Is expedient that nil lands or 
improvements or real properly wilhln 
tho limits of tho Corporation of tho City of 
Victoria upon which municipal ta^ccs luivo 
beonduo nnd In arrcar for two years shall bo 
sold and tho proceeds applied, in tho reduction 
of such taxes i 

Ho it thoroforo enacted by tho Municipal 
Council of tho Corporation of tho City oflVic- 
torians follows: 

1. Tho Collector of tho Municipal Council of 
tho Corporation of tho City of Victoria is hero- 
by authorized and directed whensoever taxes 
on nr.y land or improvements or real property 
havo been duo for two years preceding thocur- 
ront year, to submit to tho Mayor of tho City 
of Victoria a list, In duplicate, of nil tho lands 
or improvements or real properly liable, under 
tho provisions of this by-law, to bo sold for 
taxes, with tho amount of arrears against each 
lot aot opposite to tho aamo, nnd tho Mayor 
shall autb.ontioa.to such list by nlllviiiK thereto 
tho seal of the Corporation nrd his signature 
and one of such lists shall bo deposited with 
the Clerk of tho Corporation, nnd tho other

Formal Opeuiucr Yesterday— Speeches 
by President Ellin, Premier Davit) 
aud Ex-Mayor Towusend. 



The Attendance Not Too Large— To- 
morrow the Great Day— A Civic 
Holiday Proclaimed. 



Not aa largo a crowd of peoplo aa was ox- 
peoted attended tlio forinal oponing of the 
summer fair yesterday afternoon. Tho 
trum cars did only u inoderato business and 
tho ticket sellers wore idle a good part of 
tho time. Few people really believed that 
everything would bo iii readiness, and in- 
deed not overyone who came expected to 
find that tho finishing touches had been 
givon and that the visitors would bo ablo to 
gaze in uninterrupted admiration on tho ex- 
hibits, yet such was tho ciso. Bright und 
early tho exhibitors and thoir assistants, 
Superintendent Lamberton und his Btaff, 
and in fact everyouo about tho pluce, was 
astir. What littlo had been left to be done 
was soon iu hand, so that by L' o'clock, 
when the Premier, lion. Theodore Davie, 
arrived to officiate ut tho ceremony of tho 
formal opening, all was in readiness. Tho 
big main building never looked better. 
Union Jack and atara and Stripes, flagB of 
all nations, pennants, streamers and burcees 
floated from tower and pinnacle unci tip- 
staff, giving the whole grounds a holiday 
celebration look, while tho interior, the de- 
coration and adornment of which boa al- 
ready been rt ferred to at length, hud been 
improved until tho scene presented waa ono 
which could not fail to arouse in every 
visitor feelings of admiration and surprise. 

Premier Davie arrived sharp on time, uc- 
coinpanied by Mrs. Davie and their chil- 
dren. The party was met at tho main en- 
trance by President W. II. Ellis, whose 
little son, Muster Leslie Ellis, bad the honor 
of presenting Mrs. Davie with a handsome 
bouquet. The President, Premier Davie, 
Mrs. Ellis and Mra. Divio and a number ot 
directors then went all through the 
buildings, admired tho exhibits and 
saw everything, returning after a 
complete inspection, to the band 
stand, where the President, after 
briefly referring to tho oc^usion which 
gave riso to the summer fair of 1S9.'), in- 
stead of a fall exhibition such as had been 
held in tho previous sixteen years, intro- 
duced Hon. Mr. Davie. Iho Premier waa 
received with applause, and in a apeech of 
several minutes' duration, ho commented, 
in forcible language, on the value of the in- 
dustries of the Province Buch as were hero 
represented. His policy, ho said, had al- 
ways been to encourage homo industry, and 
to endeavor to make a market for the goods 
which were manufactured right at home, 
aud which would always ho found to bo the 
equal of anything to bo had abroad ; while, 
in courao of their manufacture, they were 
tho means of providing employment for 
labor auch aa was much needed. Articles 
such as ho referred to were, for instance, 
tho product of Mr. R. Smith's Biscuit Fac- 
tory, Pcndray's Soap Factory, Falconer's 
Vinegar and Pickling YVoiks, the Albion 
Iron \Vorks, the Okell & Morris Fruit Pre- 
serving Co., the Terra Cotta Works, and 
others which might be Been in the 
various departments of tho building. 
Another industry which should bo encour- 
aged was that of agriculture. To the art of 
husbandry, he declared, a good many of 
tho boys of tho Province who were now- 
seeking to enter commercial life might be 
trained, and ho hoped the time would como 
when tho Legislature, iu its wisdom, would 
see fit to establish a Provincial agricultural 
collego sur.h as tho Ontario Government had 
at Guclph. Having attended ubout all of 
the exhibitions held in Victoria for the past 
twenty years or more, ho now felt firmly 
convinced that the present display surpassed 
thorn all, over showiug great progress and 
advancement, which must be pleasing to 
those to whose enterprise and encourage- 
ment so much of tho credit waa duo. In 
conclusion, he had great pleasure in per- 
forming tho duty imposed upon him of de- 
claring tho seventeenth unnuul exhibition of 
the B. C. Agricultural Association formally 
opened. 

Then there wero some cheers and ap- 
plause, which camo to an end 
as "C" Buttery band stationed in 
the body of the hall played "God Save 
tho Queen." Ex-Mayor Towusend, of New 
Westminster, waa next called upon for a 
speech, responding by making a felicitous 
contrast between this fair and the first he 
had ever attended about 20 years ago. Presi- 
dent Ellis concluded tho ceremony by 
thanking tho people for their attendance 
and hoping for larger crowds diiriuc the 
week. Thu Premier was afterwards enter- 
tained by the oQicors of tho association, and 
spent tho balance of tho afternoon on the 
grounds. 

Space will not permit a moro extended 
reference at present to tho opening day. Aa 
previously stated it was a coniplote success 
in every respect save ono and that an im- 
portant ono too — good attendance. In tho 
evening a good many went out to tho bril- 
liantly lighted building, where they heard 
tho music and saw tho exhibits and wonder- 
ed why more visitors did not come, Hut 
the fact was, not everyouo know tho exhibi- 
tion wub really opon and ready for the 
crowd, and tho attendance to day should 
bo better, Tlio stock has now been all 
judged, the pri/.ea being awarded according 
to tho published list. In order to give 
everyone u chanco to boo tho splendid lot of 
horses and eittlo that are shown, it has 
been decided to havo a grand stook parade 
in the ring this afternoon at 3 o'clock. This 
is an cspeciul uttruotiou for to-day, and 
should draw a groat crowd. Tho musical 
programme will bo as follows :

New YORK, Aug. 8. — Regarding tho 
President's messago, the Sun to-morrow will 
say : No part of President Cleveland's 
message, aa important as it is in 
every part moro significant or poli- 
tically roussuriug than this paaaago, "It 
was my purpose to summon Congress in 
special session early in tho coming 
aoaaon, that wo might enter promptly 
upon tho work of tariff reform, 
which the truo interests of the country de- 
manded, which so largo a majority of tho 
people, as shown by their Biid'ragea, desiro 
and expect, and to tho accomplishment of 
which uvcry oliicor of tho present 
administration is pledged." Wo con- 
gratulate tho Democracy on tho fact, 
that President Cleveland recognizes 
Bipiarely and honorably tho validity of 
tho pledges. There is no sign of repudia- 
tion. Mr. Cleveland does not push tariff 
reform out of eight or attempt to postpone 
it to tho indefinite future. If there had 
boon no silver question demanding 
oven earlier attention, ho would have 
called Congress together in ex- 
tra session a month heneo in 
order to effect that reform of the tariff to 
which he regards himself as plodged, along 
with every member of his administration. 
What is the tariff reform to which Mr. 
Cloveland, his administration, and tho 
Democratic majority in both Houses 
of Congress, and the Democrucy 
at largo stand pledged to day and 
which so largo a majority of tho people, aa 
shown by tho suffrages, dotiro and oxpeet? 
It ia euch a reform of tho tariff ua ia 
described in the platform upon which 
Mr. Cleveland and tho Domoeaatio Con- 
gress wero elected. It ia not freo trade 
or oven un approach to free trado. It ia a 
tariff for revenue only — tho only constitu- 
tional tariff neoordlng to tho fuudumoutal 
principleB of tho Democrat in a party tariff, 
from which every trace of protection, ahull 
huvo been eliminated.

blea just where tho busineas men of all par- 
tiea havo fixed it — upon the Sherman law. 
Hia statement of facta are undeniable; hia 
conclusions aro irresistible to all open and 
caudid minds. The President does well to 
emphasize ono phase of the trouble which 
has received leas attention than it merita. 
This ia the bad effect of a depressed or a sus- 
pected currency upon tho wage-earner. Mr. 
Cleveland does not put the duty of Congr,sa 
too Btrongly in saying that whatever elao the 
peoplo have a right to expect from Congress, 
they may certainly demand that legislation 
condomned by tho ordeal of three years dis- 
astrous experience shall be removed from 
the statute hooka aa aoon aa their repre- 
sentatives can legislatively deal with 
it." Tho only other affirmative action pro- 
poaed is the recommendation in the last sen- 
tence of the message, that "other legislative 
action may put beyond all doubt 
or mistake tho intention and ability 
of tho Government to fulfil its pecuniary 
obligations in money univoraally recognized 
by all civilized countries. The l'reaident's 
meaning, doubtleBS, is that power should 
bo explicitly given to the administration to 
reinforco tho supply of gold when neces- 
sary. Such authority is needed, und 
should be given. " 

London, Aug. H. — Tho PoBt, commenting 
on PreBident Cleveland's message, says : 
"America cannot well stop at tho mere ro- 
pcal of the Sherman Act. Tho President 
throws out no suggestion, but some action 
is certain to bo ncceaaary. It is probable 
that the problem which tho United 
States has to solvo may lead, not 
to bi-metalliam, but to a moro maturo und 
unbiased consideration of tho possible uses 
of silver as a part of tho world's currency. 
Tho metal cannot be demonetized with 
safely, and if through America some method 
for its moro extended employment were do- 
vised the benefitB to the world would be of 
supremo importance." 

The Times says : It may perhaps be 
thought that the President, aa tho head of 
hia party und on tho eve of a party light ia 
likely to understand the cuao for action, 
which his party contemplates, but it would 
bo difficult to convict him of exaggeration 
in tho face of tho daily returns of 
American pricea and exchanges. No perma. 
ncnt improvement can bo looked for until 
Congress abandons tho sisyphoan task of 
attempting to maintain un artificial ratio 
between silver and gold. It is ono of tho 
mysteries of politics how a comparatively 
email body of men has succeeded in dictating 
tho finanoial policy of a great nation for its 
own ends. Presidont Cleveland iB manifest- 
ly doing all possible to eliminate the evil, 
but the silver faction is certain to intiko a 
tough light. It is not easy to predict the 
final outcome of tho fight. 

The Times goea on to criticize tho action 
of Mesars. Chuplin and Balfour in tho 
lloiiBO of Commons on tho silver question. 
"This matter," ic says, "ia not ono upon 
which to found attackB upon tho Govern- 
ment. No doubt its policy is to establish an 
inconvertible currency, and |[no doubt that 
is a thing to bo avoided. But thoro aro 
worso things than an inconvertible cur- 
rency, which, aftor all, is capable of saga- 
cious and in?noMons application. Whatever 
may bo the merits of bi-motallism as a 
thoory, it ia Bimply unattainable in pruc- 
tico as a remedy for tho Indian troubles."
